The Grand Jury charges : 

[18 U.S.C. § 922 (g) (1) ] 

On or about July 6, 2009, in Los Angeles County, within the 
Central District of California, defendant JOSE MANUEL GOMEZ, also 
known as "Gato" ("GOMEZ"), knowingly possessed a firearm, namely, 
a Norinco Model 54-1 pistol, bearing serial number 39002571, in 
and affecting interstate and foreign commerce. 

Such possession occurred after defendant GOMEZ had been 
convicted of at least one of the following felony crimes, each 
punishable by a term of imprisonment exceeding one year: 
SL: VOCS 
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(1) Receiving Stolen Property, in violation of California 
Penal Code Section 496(A), in the Superior Court of the State of 
California, County of Los Angeles, case number VA073985, on or 
about January 14, 2003; 

(2) Possession of a Controlled Substance, in violation of 
California Health and Safety Code Section 11377(A), in the 
Superior Court of the State of California, County of Los Angeles, 
case number NA071234, on or about August 17, 2006.
